DEFENDANT'S UNOPPOSED MOTION FOR AN ENLARGEMENT OF TIME 
TO FILE HIS MOTION FOR SUMMARY JUDGMENT

counsel, respectfully moves this Court for a one- week enlargement of time to file his motion for 

summary judgment, hi support of this motion, defendant states the following: 

1 . At the status hearing held in this matter on June 10, 2008, the Court ordered the 
parties to file a joint status report on or before June 24, 2008. The parties subsequently filed their 
joint status report indicting that they had been unable to resolve their dispute and proposing a 
briefing schedule for the filing of dispositive motions. 

2. Pursuant to the parties' agreement, defendant's dispositive motion was to be filed 
on July 24, 2008; plaintiffs opposition was to be filed on August 25, 2008; and defendant's reply 
was to be filed on September 8, 2008. 

3. Counsel has been in discussions with agency counsel regarding the defendant's 
dispositive motion. However, due to agency counsel's and defense counsel's work demands. 
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additional time is required to finalize defendant's motion for summary judgment. Accordingly, 
defendant requests that the Court grant defendant up to and including July 31, 2008, in which to 
file defendant's motion for summary judgment. Plaintiff would then have until September 2, 
2008 to file her opposition to defendant's motion and defendant would file his reply on 
September 16, 2008. 

4. Pursuant to LCvR 7(m), counsel for defendant contacted plaintiffs counsel 

concerning this motion. Plaintiffs counsel has indicated that she does not oppose the rehef 
sought herein.
